Sometimes aleo 
an owner would like to add two or three 
stories to his building, and he or his architect, 
or both, can usually find some engineer to

To the south the lions face a less tnt sink 
architectural group. It is strange h ar- 
chaic’the Pullman building, hardly a quarter 
of a century old, looks today—will it live ten 
years longer, I wonder? Orchestra hall is 
scholarly but not exciting, and the Railway 
Exchange is unworthy of its conspicuous 
place. Further along the McCormick build: 
ing is imposing from sheer weight and height, 
though its architect never quite grasped his 
problem nor grouped the 1 masses ade - 
quately. 

Then comes the charming tus Chicago 
club—-may it never pérish!—the Fine Arts 
building with its uplifted columns, the mas- 
sive Auditorium, the rather monotonous Con- 
gtess hotel, the not strongly individual Har- 
vester building, and finally the Blackstone, 
rather gay and adventurous with its man- 
gard, even though a twentieth century man- 
sard is like a modern summer gir! in hoop- 
skirts. This flowered and flounced hostelry 
ends our gala street; beyond is a mere welter 
of makeshift automobile shops. 

Why can't we cut through the ugly transi- 
tion period and make a long proud thorough- 
fare of this great boulevard, now bounded on 
the north by Randolph street and on the 
south by the Logan statue?

If now we walk west to Le Salle street 
we find another proud thoroughfare—to use 
Arnold Bennett's phrase—in the making. Two 
public buildings bound it north and south. 
The city and county building is hardly a suc- 
cess architecturally, whether we accept the 
classic convention or not; a mere uplifted 
row of engaged Corinthian columns, mean- 
ingless and out of scale; a pretentiousbulild- 
ing of a heavy squareness, which misses both 
dignity and beauty. 

At the south the Board of Trade, with its 
bittenoff tower, is fit only for the scrap heap, 
where it will doubtless go in a few years. 
And the two low bank buildings, the Illinois 
Trust and the Northern Trust, with their 
Greek temple colonades, are merely echoes of 
echoes: architecturally they are the record 
of great opportunities lost. 

But in this street are some fine buildings. 
The only one which does not accept the 
classic, or rather the renaissance, conven- 
tion is the dignified, admirably balanced Stock 
Exchange.

To the south the La Salle hotel showe a 
beautiful handling of architectural masses 


and the Otis build(mg, across Madison street, 


is also quiet, dignified, finely designed and 
nobly proportioned. The Yoman’s Temple 
holds its individuality among the newer 
Structures and the high Corn Exchange be- 
yond is a well balanced facade, with a vast, 
brave middie expanse of straight window 
pierced brick wall. 


The east side of La Salle street, north of 
the fine old Rookery, has fewer good build 
ings, but at Monroe and Clark are Rector's’ 
and the American Trust, two products of fa 
rich and powerful mind, which is sumtuous- 
ly expressed in these splendid massively or- 
namented designs. And over the river on 
Randolph street ar the admirable Butler 
buildings, extremely simple brick ware- 
houses, yet works of art through the quality 
of their design.

A placard bearing this inscription was dis- 
played in the window’ of a second hand cloth- 
ing store in one of. the streets in the poorer 
gections of Chicago. The sign referred toa 
gray pair of trousers and a gray coat which 
could be had for the price of 68 cents, 

An elderly man walked into the store, put 
down a 50 cent piece on the table, and ad- 
dressed the grizzled proprietor: 

“Wl you take 50 cents for the suit in the 
window?” 

The proprietor studied hi» customer for 
‘a moment. The customer evidently read the 
thoughts of the grissled: man, for he added: 

Not a cent more. Fifty cents is all I 
will pay for the guilt. Not a cent more.“ 

The proprietor, muttering to himself, went 
to the window, produced the sult, which was 
meant to make one a sport for only 68 
cents,“ wrapped it in a foreign newspaper, 
gave it to the man at the other side of the 
counter, and pooketed the 50 cents.

Half way down the block another second 
hand clothing store, making a specialty cf 
women’s clothing, advertised a linen suit for 
50 cents. A woman walked into the store, 
and in a foreign tongue offered the pro- 
prietor 25 cents for the sult. The pro- 
prietor answered the woman in the language 
addressed, scolded her for the audacity of 
offering him 25 cents fora new sult “ which !s 
a bargein at 50 cents.“ Finally his tone 
changed from indignation to pleading.

Frequently they will go through a dozen 
stores before they finally make their pur- 
chases. When they have decided on what 
they want and agreed on the price, they pro-

duce a little purse from an inside pocket and 


take out a $1 or $2 bill with as much care and 
mystery as if it had been a vast fortune. 
They will ask the storekeeper a dosen times 
whether he ls sure the garments will wear 
well. Quality and not style, shape, or looks 
is the all important consideration. 

First of all the men who dregs on a year 
are all past 50 years of age. They are the 
men whom industry has thrown upon the 
scrap heap because their hair is tinged with 
gray and their backs are bent. These men 
can seldom get a steady job. And with an 
unsteady income and most of the time no in- 
income at all, $5 a year isa lot, and even a $1 
bill seems a smell fortune.

It is interesthing to observe that wire 
wheels of British construction will figure 
prominently on the Grand Prix Mercuries. 
Of theftwenty-one firms starting in the race 
twelvewilluse Rudge{Whitworths, three will 
mount Riley wheels, the Sunbeams will use 
Goodyear wheels, the Singers will have the 
Sankey steel wheel, Ford will have the fixed 
wire shoe, Excelsior will use the Adex de- 
tachable wheel, the Flats will use wire 
wheels, but ‘have not published their prefer- 
ence. Michelin and Continental tires will 
be used on nearly every car. An interesting 
comparison may be made with the foreign 
manufacturers and the Case company. The 
foreigners are using American tites; the 
Case company sent to England for Palmer 
Cord goes to use in the 500 mile race, The 
Case equipment gave the Case pilots no end 
of trouble. j 

The aristocracy of race drivers, the men 
known in France as kings of the steering 
wheel” and recogniged everywhere as the 
finest exponents of the art of preparing and 
handling a car—this class in Europe has been 
considerably depleted of late years. Busi- 
ness success took away most of the leading 
Englishmen; the pure amateurs dropped out 
when racing became a profession; the same 
happened in France, and later, when the 
French authorities ceased to support road 
racing, the great majority of its leading 
drivers turned to aviation. a 

The attraction of the fiying minehinb was 0 
strong that of the fifty-eight men engaged 
to drive cars in the French Grand Prix about 
thirty have had experience in the air and 
twelve are expert fliers. Conspicuous among 
these latter are Kugéne Renaux, the winner 
of the Michelin Prix, now driving for Gre- 
goire; René Thomas, aw Antoinette pllot now 
with Peugeot; Jules Goux, attached to the 
same company; Arthur Duray, a Farmanist. 
engaged on the Alcyon team; Derny, for- 
merly chief pilot at the Breguet schpol. one 
of the Hispano-Suiza men; Louis Wegner, as 
clever on a Henriot monoplane as at the 
Wheel of his Fiat racing car: Victor Rigal, 
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the continental favorite of the Sunbeam 
team; the two brothers Molon, now driving 
for Vinot Deguingand; and Guyot of the 
Rolland-Pilain team. 

Aviation failed to be as profitable as was 
at firs? anticipated, with the result thet 
many of the leading race drivers who took te 
the flying machine were glad toe return to the 
car when the Automobile Club of France 
officially revived road racing. 

so 

In this competative age it is rare for the men 
who have designed and constructed racing 
automobiles to handle them in an actual 
speed carnival and it is probable that only 
two car manufacturers to drive in the Grand 
Prix will be Georges Sizaire and Louis Nau- 
din on the Sigaire-Naudin machines. The 
two pairs of Drothers—there are two Sizaires 
and two Naudins—areconnected with the fac- 
tory in Paris. Georges Sizzaire and Loulg 
Naudin are best known to the racing bug. 
They have chanced many speed tests and are 
known as reliable and efficient. 

Georges Sizaire {s slim, wiry, almost slender 
in build and is a man after the Ray Har- 
roun type. He drives as much with his head 
as with hisarms. It is doubtful if there is a 
driver entered in the French clessic who will 
get as much out of a car yet treat it as ten- 
derly as this man. Naudin also belongs to 
the class of race driver who depends on his 
brains. Like Joe Dawson, he speculates be- 
fore the race, then lives up to his specule- 
tions barring accidents. He will not punish 
his car and it will be something serious that 
prevents him finishing. The third man of the 
Sizaire-Naudin team is Robert Schweitzer of 
the bull dog type. 

With only two weeke in whith to prepare 
for the great race at Dieppe, all the conti- 
nental firms are working assiduously and 
preparations are euch that most of the cars 
are on the road for their final tests. The 
Peugeot company, which this year is run- 
ning two big and two small cars, has had the 
former in the hands of the drivers for about 
a month. They are four cylinder models of 
100 mm, by. 160 mm. bore and stroke, Opis: nt 
weight, and promise a good turn of speed so 
far as can be judged from the preliminary 
tests. 

The Lion-Peugeots are expected from the 
factory within a few days and will be im- 
mediately placed in the hands of their re- 
spective drivers, Paul Zuccarélli and René 
Thomas. Gregoire has one of its four cars 
already on the road and the three others so 
advanced that they may be out within a 
week. The racing team is composed of 
Philippe de Marne, Porporato, Romano, and 
the well known aviator, Eugene Renaux. 

, > 

As the Alcyon cars were prepared last year, 
they are naturally in an advanced condition 
for the Grand Prix, and have been the sub- 
jects of a most careful tuning up. The motor, 
with its four big diameter valves per cylin- 
der, is one of the most powerful of the large 
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type, and as the little difficulties inherent 
to the preparation of a monster have 
been overcome, the confidence of the drivers 
appears to be well founded. 

Barriaux made his first public appearance 
with the racer at the Whitsuntide hill climb 
organized by the Sarthe club, where he de- 
feated the racing Singer, Bunny III““ The 
two other Alcyon drivers are Page and Ar- 
thur Duray. 

The Ford company will be represented in 
the race by a standard model tuned up for 
racing purposes. Officially it will be known 
as a big car. In all probability the French 
representative of the company, Henry De- 
passe, will be at the steering wheel. 

There is only one other purely standard 
car in the race, this being the Swiss Sigma, 
equipped with a Knight motor of 100mm. by 
140 mim. bore and stroke. It is obvious that 
in such a keenly contested race as the Grand 
Prix a stripped touring car hag no chance 
of winning; but in both cases the owners are 
more interested in giving an exhibition of 
their reliability and endurance than in fur- 
nishing the highest possible speed. 

— 

Particular interest attaches to the Schneid- 
er pair by reason of the use of a valveless 
motor on which the firm has been experi- 
menting for a considerable time, and also 
because of the reputation the company pos- 
sesses for the production of fast cars. The 
motors are four cylinder monobloc of 80 mm. 
by 149 mm. bore and stroke. The chassis 
features are as on the standard cars, the 
radiator being behind the motor, without a 
fan, with a circulation by thermo-syphon, in- 
verted cone clutch, and shaft drive. 

There is another interesting valveless mo- 
tor in the two cycle Koecklin, employing @ 
double diameter piston, as in the majority of 
two cycle engines, and a reciprocating sleeve 
combined with the piston for the covering 
and uncovering of the intake and exhaust 
ports. The motor is a most interesting and 
original type, and as it develops a minimum 
ot 100 horse power for a bore and stroke of 
85 mm. by 132 mm. it should give a good 
account of itself if its inventor has the neces- 
sary time for tuning up prior to the race. 
The car will be driven by its degigner, George 
Koecklin. Two other two cycle motors are 
being prepared by the Cote company of Paris, 
these being four cylinder models of 89 mm. 
by 120 mm. bore and stroke, of the piston 
compressor and baffle plate type. The drivers 
are the veteran Gabriel and one of the firm's 
testers, C. De Vére. 
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The two Rolland-Pilains, built last year 
and run at Le Mans, are now on the road 
in the hands of Guyot and Fauquet. The 
motors, four cylinder models, were built last 
year end consequently have had the advan- 
tage of long and careful preparation. They 
have four overhead valves per cylinder, op- 
erated by an overhead.camshaft, The chas- 
sis, which is chain driven, is remarkably 
light and yet holds to the road. With a low

Probably the favorites in the Grand Prix 
will de the three Fiats to be driven by David 
Bruce Brown, Ralph De Palma, and Louis 
Wasner. It was first intended to use the 
Savannah cars, but it has later been found 
possible to get ready a special set of cars to 
be capable of a speed of 110 miles an hour. 


The work on these cars had been delayed 
somewhat by reason of a strike at the factory, 
but this having been overcome they may be 
expected on the road within about a week. 
The motors have the valves in the head, op- 
erated by rockers from a camshaft inclosed 
in an aluminium housing and running in oil. 
It is réally the type of motor employed on 
the firm’s ninety. horse power touring car. 
The ignition is by a double Bosch magneto. 
the lubrication is under pressure, adisc clutch 
is used, and there are four speeds with chain 
drive.. With such cars and the best drivers 
obtainable it is not surprising that the Fiats 
are favorites, and against motors of such a 
size the manufacturers can be excused for 
sometimes doubting if they can win. 

If a smaller car does prove faster than the 
big racers it is most likely that the car will 
be one of the Hispano-Suizas. -The firm has 
a most enviable reputation for the construc- 
tion of highly efficient engines and extra 
speedy cars, but in bringing out a four cylin- 
der model developing ninety-six horse power 
on the bench they have gotten an efficient 
car.

If you have recently entered the public 
lfbrary from Randolph. street you may have 
observed the word “civics” in gilt letters 
on the transom above the door that leads 
into the bound newspaper room on the west 
side of the vestibule. Probably tf you hap- 
pened to see it the word bounced off your 

_ preoecupation without penetrating to your 
interest. being subconsciously assoclated in 
Four mind with something in the high school 
‘ourriculum, long since relegated to oblivion 
along with the other !umber of a high schoo! 
curriculum. 

Nevertheless, that word above the door has 
a significance tremendously interesting end 
important to the citizens of Chicago. It is 
not there used in its restrictive, technical, 
academic sense. Iie meaning is compre- 
hensively broad. Behind that coor captioned 
“civies” ie gathered, convenient for ready 
use, all that has been published or is be- 
ing published in discussion of every problem 
proximately or remotely related to the science 
of economics, politics .education, sociology, 
municipal affairs, and business, es subtitles 
on the eliptical lights of the swinging doors 
more amply intimate. 

The civics room in the Chicago public H- 
brary is a completely unique innovation in 
ratten It contains the first thorough 
and systematic collection for ready refer- 
ence of similer material in the world.

Other large libraries hold all that i in the 
wies room; perhaps some few of them have 
more related matter.

It has been ascertained that men of high standing and patriotie pur 
poses, fully in sympathy with suffrage, would be willing to ran 6n the 
suffrage ticket for the legislature, provided that on all other issues they 
may be free and unpledged.

Mrs. Joseph Coleman departed last Tues- 
day for a summer in California in a happy 
frame of mind because the site for the new 
building to house the Passavant hospital had 
been decided upon and acquired. Thie is a 
piece of property on the south de of East 
Chicago avenue opposite the city playground 
and within easy reach of the bracing lake 
breezes. 

Plans for the new hospftal are all drawn, 
and it now remains to raise the sum neces- 
gary to erect it. The personnel of those ac- 
tively interested in this excellent charity in- 
sures success in this undertaking. Judge 
George A. Carpenter is president of the men’s 
board, while Mrs. Coleman is head of the 
women’s auxiliary and has as her coadjutors 
Mrs. Richard Pope, Mrs. Dwight Lawrence, 
and Mre. George Isham. 

A number among the younger women, mar- 
ried and unmarried, are exerting every ef- 
fort to put on its feet one of the most appeal- 
ing benevolent enterprises in the city, the 
Providence Day nursery. The present home 
of this undertaking is quite inadequate to the 
demands made upon it. It lies in one of the 
city’s most congested districts, six blocks 
west of Halsted and near Thirty-firet street 
in Sullivan court. It is equipped to care for 
gixteen children. The health department 
won't let them take more than twenty, 
though more than twice thet number of moth- 
ers are pleading for admittance for their lit- 
tle ones during the long days when they, the 
mothers, are away working. 

The children are brought at 6 in the morn- 
ing and kept and cared for until 6 at night. 
Think of what this means to those tolling 
women to know that their little ones are 
washed and clothed and given three whole- 
some meals a day, their aibments looked into, 
and cured by a competent physician and a 
trained matron! 

The mothers pay—when they can—65 or 10 
cents a day, but out of an average wase of 
$6.66 a week there areghany to whom even 5 
cents a day is too ee.

OW does it happen thatso many wom- 

en: who are here in one capacity 

or another attending the Republican 

national convention are opposed to 

woman suffrage?

Does it mean 

since such as these, who are so intimately af- 

filiated with our national politics, are opposed 

‘to suffrage for women, that perhaps women 
would really better not vote? 

The first question can be indirectly an- 
swered with a few slight incidents. I was 
once in the comfortable home of one who has 
just said that she thought it was nicer for 
women not to engage in the strife and the 
turmoil of politics. It was early afternoon 
when I paid my visit, and she was before a 
grate fire, lounging, with a frame of a large 
picture puzzle tha looked Mke a sectional 
map, fastened by an iron holder to her chair. 
She was industriously assorting the small 
pieces of pasteboard and trying to fit them to- 
gether. It was a most absorbing pastime, 
and helped her while the time away until she 
and her husband should go hunting, two 
weeks hence. 

She is as nice a woman as ever lived, and 
clever. Her husband thinks so, even more 
enthusiastically than her friends. She thinks 
equally flatteringly of him. Every phase of 
politics that interests him interests her. 
Every phase of life that touches his well be- 
ing is a vital thing to her. All of his recre- 
ations she has made hers, such as golfing and 
hunting. She has literally lived her hus- 
band’s life, protected from the severities of it 
and removed not more than one or two de-

Chicago, June 12.—[ Editor of The Tribune. 
—Any woman interested in the progress and 
welfare of women in the United States today, 
which imply the progress and welfare of the 
whole body politic, cannot help appreciating 
the friendly attitude chown by your paper 
to the woman's cause and the space you de- 
vote to it. This attitude encourages me to 
hope you will be willing to give just a lit- 
tle space to the rectification of some common 
but regrettable misconceptions concerning 
the past status of women which have, 
in an unaccountable manner, taken such 
firm root in this country that the ablest Jead- 
ers in the movement for women’s rights seem 
to be unconsciously led into surprising mis- 
statements whenever in their lectures, dis- 
cussions, or writings they enter upon “ his- 
tortcal ground. 

This very thing happened again in the ar- 
ticle, “ A Girl? What a Pity It Was Nota 
Boy, published in last Sunday’s TRIBUNE, 
where the following statement can be found: 
What was the age of chivalry but an age 
that marked the intellectual degradation of 
woman? Women were set apart and lived 
their own lives even aa they do today in the 
harems of Turkey, the only point of difference 
being they were permitted to go abroad um- 
veiled.”’ 

In this regard it may prove instructive to 
call attention to the fact that of the three 
oldest universities in Christian western Eu- 
rope, Salerno, Bologna, and Paris, two, 
Salerno and Bologna, were thrown open 
from their origin to women. both as students 
and professors. Nor did the women fail to 
take advantage of this opportunity.

Even the women who did not go in for what 
we might term “ professional study,“ were 
throughout the middle ages considered the in- 
tellectual equals, perhaps indeed, slightly 
the intellectual superiors of the men of their 
own class.

No Thought Given Subject. 

Bhe doesn’t associate with women except 
as she meets them at the country club and 
at dinners. There hasn't ever been anything 
to call her attention to the needs of women 
who work, whose husbands do not s0 
generously as hers share the good fortune of 
their lot. Nobody ever asked of her and 
was denied; if it was explained to her what 
suffrage meant, how her support would help 
to gain a right for all womankind that many 
millions of women need as a weapon for ob- 
taining their dues, she would give her sup- 
port. But the suffrage movement in her 
state has never moved fast enough yet to 
get up any particular momentum. She has 
never thought about it, has no conception of 
what it means, And from this standpoint 
she has given her views on the subject, which 
have been recorded with her photograph as 
an argument against the righte of women to 
vote. 2 

Another of the women who announced her- 
self as dead against it said that Mise Anna 
Shaw told her she would not feel that way 
if only she had had an opportunity to think 
the situation over. But I don’t want to 
think about it,“ she said. She was installed 
in an enormous suite in the Congress hotel, 
which embraced a pleasant outlook over 
miles of the blue Lake Michigan. A forest 
of American Beauties grew in tall vases 
throughout the rooms. Lingeries and little

Far from being set apart to live their own 
lives as the Turkish women of the harem, 
the medieval Woman was by reason of her 
sex*excluded from no civic”’ office or fun- 
tion, though she did have the privilege of do- 
ing her fighting by proxy. A French writer on 
the subject (Garreau Etat Social de la 
France) puts the situation in a nutshell, and 
is therefore worth quoting: “ The usage wag 
gradually established to let women exercise 
all the functions inherent to the holding of 
fiefs except the bearing of arms. . This 
civic (read: political) and juridic equality 
of men and women resulting from the duties 
imposed equally upon both by feudal proper- 
ty, is a very special characteristic of civil and 
public law of the middle ages, dating from the 
twelfth century.“

There is a letter extant by King Louis VII. 
(1137-80) in which he bids Hermengarde, vis- 
countess of Narbonne, to administer justice 
im her flefs in person and not to delegate this 
duty toany man. “ Therefore render justice 
yourself and examine all affairs with atteri- 
tion. Although you are only a woman, 
we order by our authgrity that it be allowed 
to no one to decline your jurisdiction.” 

Nor was this juridic and civil equality to 
the men of their own clage restricted to 
women of noble birth The same Louis VII. 
conferred upon a woman, Theci. wife of Yvas 
de la Choe, the“ magistracy ot the guild

It seems to me that in the discussion of the 
equality (political or otherwise) of woman 
the argument should prove of the greatest 
possible weight with all fair minded men 
that after all women are only asking to re- 
cover what has practically been theirs for 
many centuries, with great profit tothe de- 
velopment and progress of our western civ- 
flization, and what they lost only compara- 
tively recently by a combination of untowar@ 
circumstances. Many of the strongest possi- 
ble arguments in favor of the just demands 
for the betterment of the present condition 
of women can be gathered from a batter 
knowledge of conditions in past times. 

While no thoughtful student of history 
could possibly desire to set the hand of time 
batk to the middle ages, still the women 
leaders in the modern woman movement 
might make it more profitable to their cause 
to know those times well, rather than blindly 
to vilify them, using the words “ medieval,” 
„ feudal as terms of utter scorn, as the bes 
of them have made a practice of doing in al- 
most every lecture, discussion, or writing og 
the subject. 

Even the devil is entitled to his due, them 
why should not the feudal middle ages that 
did for woman spontaneously what modern 
America hae not done yet, receive a litfle 
grateful justice at the hands of the cultured’ 
Amerioan women of today who are fighting 
for much that the medieval woman anjoysd 
without need of struggle? 

Hoping you will see fit to give in your paper 
this much of a modern square deal to the 
age of chivalry, which was certainly most 
unfairly treated in last Sunday's TRIBUNA

When a boy makes a dam in the sand at 
the beach and geta it too far from the lake 
there is no water to fill it, and if it is too 
near the water the waves are * to wash 
it away. 

By making one of these pumps out of an 
old piece of pipe you can dig the hole back 
quite distance from the water’s edge and 
punp enough water from the bottom to make 
quite a stream running from the dam down 
to the water again. 

The main part is to get a piece of pipe. A 
two inch piece of iron pipe will do, bot a 
piece of tin rain pipe is better. 

Make 4 plug [A] to fit the bottom of the 
pipe and ‘bore a large hole through the plug 
as at O, with Httle groéves lol running 
crosswise at the bottom of the plug. as showr, 
so water can run into the hole [O] when the 
bottom of the plug rests on the ground.

How to Make Valve. 

Cut a circle of stiff leather a little ama ller 
thin the inside diameter of the pipe. Tack 
a part circle of wood as at [b] to the leather, 
and’with another small segment Id] nail the 
whole piece to the. plug A. This makes a 
valve #0 that the water can come into the 
hole and up through the opening, but when it 
starte down the leather will flop shut and 
completely close the hole O. 

Drive the plug tightly into the bottom of 
the pipe and add a little paint to help keep it 
watertight. 

Next make the piston and rod. The rod is 
a common broomstick. The piston is a piece 
of stiff leather cut into the wide segment of 
a circle as in the above drawing. This 
leather forros. a cup.when the edges are 
brought together and sewed or riveted, and 
the end of the broomstick slips through the 
hole in the gmali end.

Number Increasing Rapidly. 

But whether the number of women who 
work nights is more than 15,000 already there 
is no question in the minds of the Chicago 
factory inspecting force that the number o- 
women nightworkers is going to go up by leaps 
and bounds in the next few years. In past 
this will be the result of the ten hour law for 
women which was passed a year ago. The 
law makes it impossible for any emp.vyer to 
work women more than ten hours a day, doing 
away with the custom of working on- 1 em- 
ployés overtime in busy seasons. ‘Tis is a 
boon to many a working girl. Bu? to make 
up for this want of overtime, according to the 
state factory inspection departacnt, manu- 
facturers of seasonable goods, su: as novel- 
ties and candy, three or four months before 
Christmas, and others will have to establish a 
night shift in their factories, as otherwise with 
the present machinery and factory space, they 
win not be able to fill their orders. 

A social worker who has given much thought 
to the problem of the woman uightworkcr 
said : 

„I the next few years there will de an 
army of women working nights in the city, 
because of the gradual displacement of the 
skilled man—of the practical mecha nie. Ma- 
chinery is being perfected daily so as not to 
need skilled men. These perfected machines 
gre ‘manned’ with women. As .°shtwork 
is rapidly extending in all lines of isdcctiy 
the machine that has been operated ia (.: 
daytime by a woman will need an operato: 
on the night shift. They are not going tc 
get a man for the night shift and pay him 
double the wages they are paying the woman 
on the day shift.

Two hours are given these 
girls during the night for their midnight and 
morning meal, which the company supplies, 
and also to take a rest or even a little nap 
now and then. But with all the efforts to 
make the girls comfortable the nightwork still 
remains nightwork and they are deprived of 
much of the joy of life which the girl who 
works days enjoys. 

Beside the 300 girls who work all the night 
there are more than 2,000 girls working in 
the various telephone exchanges from 5 in the 
C ternoon until 10 o'clock in the evening. 
4 hese have shorter hours. But their evenings 
i.kewise are gone. 


If you happen to want to send a telegram 
any time at ‘night the chances are that your 
telegram will be wired a thousand miles from 
here by the delicate hand of a woman tele- 
graph operator.

Other cases as remarkable have been reported. 
Hou recent tests have indicated that the coming 


races of man may depend upon harmony entirely 
for the treatment of a large number of so-called 


nervous maladies. 


3. How Dr, William G. Anderson 
proved that pleasure caused by music has 
a healing effect on the Whole body. 


HE distinguished Italian scientist, An- 

gelo Mosso, placed several of his col- 

- Jeagues and students, one after another, 

on an apparatus constructed in such a 
way that the body of a man could be bal- 
anced on it in a horizontal position. Its 
mechanism was so sensitive that it oscillated 
according to the rhythm of the subject's 
breathing. Commenting on the results of the 
experiments Prof. Mooso said: 

“If one spoke to a person while he was 
lying on the balance, in equilibrium and per- 
fectly quiet, it inclined immediately towards 
the head. The legs became lighter and the 
head heavier. This phenomenon was constant, 
whatever pains the subject took not to move, 
however he endeavored not to alter his 
breathing, to suspend it temporarily, not to 
speak, to do nothing which might produce 
a more copious flow of blood to the head.” 

Even in sleep the same phenomenon was 
evident : 

When all was quiet, one of us would in- 
tentionally make a slight noise by. coughing, 
sera p ng a foot on the ground, or moving a 
char rad at ouce te balance inclined again 
— e en. remaining immovable fer 
our Bre mm ties. withou t the subject's 
notic...g anjthing or waking... . It was 


proved by my balance that at the slightest 
emotion the blood rushes to the head.” 

Following up these experiments Dr. William 
G. Anderson, using a similar apparatus, 
proved that the blood could he sent to the 
legs merely by concentrating the attention 
and thinking of moving them, but without 
executing any actual movement. The same 
motor influence of thought and emotion on 
different organs of the body has been dem- 
onstrated by other competent investigators 
with the aid of various scientific instruments 
by which the effect of mental states on the 
action of the heart, lungs, muscles, etc., has 
been studied with the most delicate precision. 

Experiment has further proved that pleas- 
urable mental states have a distinct tonic value 
tc the whole organiam, while mental states 
that are disagreeable have a weakening effect. 
Accordingly, everything that tends to expel 
“ discordant ” thoughts, to allay worry, anx- 
iety, grief, anger, fretfulness, . despair, re- 
placing them with menta] states of content- 
ment. hope, peace, happiness, courage, must 
be of medical usefulness. It ig this that, in 
the last analysis, accounts for the success of 
all “ faith healing” systems, so far as they 
are successful, and it is this that. warrants 
ee d c ies en ie: the 
warfare against disease. 
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T about the same time a chance occur- 
rence drew the attention of another 
physician, Dr. G. Alder Blumer, a 
superintendent of a hospital for the 
insane, to the possibility of utilizing music 
as a medical aid. An attendant entered his 
consulting room one morning and reported 
that two organ grinders were seeking per- 
mission to play in the hospital grounds. 
Some of the more “ disturbed” female in- 
mates were taking exercise under.the super- 
vision of several attendants... Their angry 
glances and wild gestutes profoundly alarmed 
the visitors, who until then had not suspected 
the true nature of the institution they had 
been eager to enter. They expressed an ar- 
dent desire to leave as quickly as possible. 
They were persuaded to stay. As the first 
notes of an opera air came from their hurdy- 
gurdy Dr. Blumer was astounded at the 


change in the behavior of his patients. Their.” 
clamor died away; some clapped their 3 


joyfully, and all listened with the utmost inter- 
est. So evident was the pleasurable effect 
upon them that one of the musicians soon 
plucked up courage enough to pass his hat 
in the customary way. 

From the exercise grounds the organ grind- 
ers were taken through the various wards, and 
in every ward Dr. Blumer noted that the 
strains of their music had a favorable influ- 
ence over the inmates. Altogether they re- 
mained in che asylum upwards of two hours 
before being dismissed with a gratuity thet 
amply compensated them for their fears.
